WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Kennedy .served notice on Com­ 
munist foes and oon-Communist 
friends Thursday that the United 
States w ill act on its own against

meeting amid news of a major 
setback for anti-Castro invaders, 
he said somberly: “ Cuba must 
not be abandoned to the Commu­ 
nist .s. And we do not intend to 
abandon it. either.... 
"Any unilateral American inter­ 
vention, in the absence of an ex­ 
ternal attack upon ourselves or an 
ally, would have been contrary to 
our traditions and to our inter­ 
national obligations.

All Md. Boat 
Permits Expire 
OnDec.31,1962 


ANNAPOLIS (A P' - Maryland 
boat owners will be required to 
obtain now licenses on Dec 
31, 
1962, no matter when they buy 
them prior to that date, the Tide­ 
water Fisheries Commission de­ 
cided Thursday. 
The commission said at its bi­ 
monthly meeting that all licenses 
expire on Dec 31, 1962 
Confusion had arisen from the 
section of the 1960 boat act which 
states: 


“ All certificates shall be valid 
for a period of three years and 
shall expire on December 31 of 
each triennium, beginning in the 
year 1962. . ." 


The commission's interpretation 
means persons buying their li­ 
cense any time after the beginning 
of a three-year period would not 
have a full three years benefit. 
Dr. II 
C. Byrd, commission 
chairman, said “ the way the law 
is written, all licenses expire in 
1962.” 


The commission agreed, how­ 
ever, that some amendment to the 
present law is needed The com­ 
mission had such a bill introduced 
in the final weeks of the recent 
90-day session of the General As­ 
sembly, but the bill died in the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee 


The bill would have cleared up 
the language as to when certifi­ 
cates expire and extended the 
art’s coverage to all boats. Craft 
under 71* horsepower and sail­ 
boats under 25 feet are presently 
exempt. 
In another action affecting boat 
owners, the commission decided 
there would be no 90-day grace 
period for vessels from another 
state using Maryland waters with­ 
out a state license.

De Gaulle is answer­ 
ing that in his antipathies in NATO and the ^ ite d 
Nations. We prefer Algeria to France, then why should 
France encourage American leadership? 
We might speak (rf gratitude but as one studies 
history , he will not find the word, gratitude, any ­ 
where 
Politics is a realistic device for survival and 
one nation may survive at the expense of another, even 
at the expense of a friend. 
The genius of Talley rand, for insUnce. was that he 
concentrated on the survival of France. 
He lived 
through Louis XVI. the RevoluUon, Napoleon and ^ 
Congress of Vienna, alway s to serve and to strengthen 
France 
He outwitted greater and mightier men be­ 
cause his purpose was alway s clear and his target 
alway s before him. namely , the survival of Franre.

WASHINGTON - In fairness to 
President Kennedy , it must be 
Hiked that he never said -- as so 
many news stories have inferred 
— thik under no circumstances 
would the armed forces of the 
United States be sent into Cuba. 
What the President did say at 
his news conference on April 12 
was that the forces of the United 
States would not be employ ed in 
any armed “ intervention.” The 
key word is “ intervention,” This, 
in diplomacy , means a direct in­ 
terference or interjection of mili­ 
tary strength in a dispute between 
factions inside a country where 
there is no constituted govern­ 
ment. 
What Mr. Kennedy said, on the 
other hand, does not rule out at 
all a presible landing of United 
States forces at any time in Cuba 
or in any other country in the 
world whenever the lives and pro­ 
perties of American citizens may 
req uire protection. Nor does the 
Kennedy statement foreclose the 
possibility that, if a new govern­ 
ment arises in Cuba and formally 
req uests military aid from the 
United States 
to

protect 
American lives, this form of help, 
recognized also in international 
law. would be forthcoming. 
It is important for the record 
and to avoid misunderstandings in 
Latin America, in the event of 
later crises in Cuba, to point out 
exactly what the President said at 
his news conference.

Colombia 
never forgot the episode and in 
1914 a treaty was signed which 
was ratified by Congress in 1921. 
It contained an “expression of re­ 
gret” over the episode and pro­ 
vided for the pay ment to Colom­ 
bia of a $23,000,000 indemnity by 
the United States as a means of 
calming the bitterness of feeling 
against this country 
that 
had 
arisen in Latin America as a re­ 
sult of the recognition of Panam a. 
Incidentally , President Kennedy 
in his news conference announced: 
“We do not intend to take any 
action with respect to the pro­ 
perty or other economic interests 
which American citizens formerly 
held in Cuba, other than formal

My average is 121, which is 
pretty good for a left-hander wlio 
doesn't know what he is doing.

There is speculation that Premier Khrush­ 
chev, flaunting his real or ersatz space pride like 
a challenge, will continue to be impossible in 
international negotiations. He will equate the

superiority, and so insulate himself against all 
reason. 
That isn’t difficult to imagine, remembering 
the Soviet record in diplomacy. And yet the 
Communist leader has the opportunity to use 
this crutch to more constructive purposes. 
In the infancy of the air age Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh fired the imagination of human­ 
kind when he made his then fantastic non-stop 
— and non-secret — flight from New York to 
Paris. It was the omen of great things to come 
and it was accomplished by a modest, grinning 
youth to whom all peoples responded, some­ 
times to the point of hysteria. 
Under the tutelage of Washington, Lind­ 
bergh was shown off in many lands with a 
consequent build-up of good will. 
To be sure, the good will didn't last long. 
There ensued a worldwide depression followed 
by the amassing of hatreds leading to World 
War IL The world is sick of war and appalled 
by the menaces of a war with modern weapons. 
So Khrushchev has this potent instrument for 
good will. Will he ever permit Gagarin to leave 
Russia? Most observers say the answer is no.

say nothing of W alter Lippmann. It has been suggested 
that each of these persons could be Secretary of State. 
Perhaps the difficulty is that each one would like to 
be or presumes that he is Secretary of State. 
As one goes back to read President Kennedy's 
campaign speeches and his first Inaugural Address and 
then looks at the record, they do not jibe. Something 
happened between the Inaugural Address, barely three 
m onths ago. and today to change the attitude of this 
Administration toward its foreign policy. 
Professor Hans J. M orgenthau. one of the m ore 
com petent students of American policy, makes an 
interesting point concerning men and policies. He said: 


“ . . . The new men must work within old 
circumstance*, domestic and international, and the 
circumstances will put their excellence to the test. 
Regardless of their roovictions and intentions, they 
are the prisoner* of the past—of established insti­ 
tutions, policies, and habits of mind . . .” 


Thus, as regards the Cuban situation, the United 
States is bound by the error of negating the Platt 
Amendments and m aking itself a part of the Organiza­ 
tion 
of American States, 
which m eans that 
such 
neutralist countries as Ecuador and Brazil, to say 
nothing of Venezuela and Mexico, have to be consulted 
before we defend Miami. 
Actually, the United States 
does not have to do anything this country does not 
choose to do, but it is difficult to get out of entangling 
arrangem ents. The policy of disengagem ent, which is 
a new concept of isolationism, is very difficult to pur­ 
sue. How’ does the United States disengage itself from 
obligations solemnly undertaken0 
Thus, “ the em ancipation of the colonial and sem i­ 
colonial peoples of the world has entered its last stage 
in A frica.” com plicates our affairs to a point where 
we have driven Belgium out of the Congo and are now’ 
interfering with Portugal in Angola 
Will we have any Allies left? De Gaulle is answ er­ 
ing that in his antipathies in NATO and the United 
Nations. We prefer Algeria to France, then why should 
F rance encourage American leadership? 
We might speak of gratitude hut as one studies 
history, he will not find the word, gratitude, any­ 
where 
Politics is a realistic device for survival and 
one nation m ay survive at the expense of another, even 
at the expense of a friend. 
The genius of Talleyrand, for instance, was that he 
concentrated on the survival of France. 
He lived 
through Louis XVI, the Revolution. Napoleon and the 
Congress of Vienna, always to serve and to strengthen 
F rance 
He outwitted greater and m ightier men be­ 
cause his purpose was always clear and his target 
alw ays before him. namely, the survival of France. 
Talleyrand left a tradition in France which de Gaulle 
has pursued throughout his career.

Kennedy could head a country that is isolated not 
only from world trade but from world leadership. 
Soviet Russia is now courageously moving into the 
A m erican hem isphere and thus far, the United States 
has taken no steps to protect its interests. There m ay 
be a strategy to support such a policy of Fabianism , 
but what it is no one can estim ate.

Intervention Key Word In Statement On Cuba 


WASHINGTON - In fairness to 
President Kennedy, it m ust be 
noted that he never said — as so 
m any news stories have inferred 
— that under no circum stances 
would the armed forces of the 
United States be sent into Cuba. 


W hat the President did say at 
his news conference on April 12 
w as that the forces of the United 
S tates would not be em ployed in 
any arm ed “intervention ” The 
key word is “ intervention.” This, 
in diplomacy, m eans a direct in­ 
terference or interjection of mili­ 
ta ry strength in a dispute between 
factions inside a country where 
th ere is no constituted 
govern­ 
m ent. 


W hat Mr. Kennedy said. on the 
other hand, does not rule out at 
all a possible landing of United 
S tates forces at any tim e in Cuba 
o r in any other country in the 
world whenever the lives and pro­ 
perties of American citizens may 
require protection 
Nor does the 
Kennedy statem ent foreclose the 
possibility that, if a new govern­ 
m ent arises in Cuba and form ally 
requests military aid from the 
United States 
to 
help 
protect 
A m erican lives, this form of help, 
recognized also in 
international 
Jaw. would be forthcom ing. 


It is important for the record 
and to avoid m isunderstandings in 
Latin America, in the event of 
later crises in Cuba, to point out 
exactly what the President said at 
his news conference. It is essen­ 
tial that the question to which 
he was replying also be noted. 
The exchange was as follows: 


“ Q 
Mr 
President, has a de­ 
cision been reached on how far 
this country would be willing to 
go in helping an anti-C astro upris­ 
ing or invasion in Cuba? What 
could you say with respect to re­ 
cent developments as far as the 
anti-Castro movem ents in Cuba 
a re concerned? 


“ A. Well, first I want to say 
that there will not be under any 
conditions an intervention in Cuba 
by United States arm ed forces. 
This government will do every­ 
thing it possibly can, and I think 
it can meet its responsibilities, to 
m ake sure that

A m ericans involved in any ac­ 
tions inside Cuba.” 
The context of the answ er is 
related solely to “ intervention"— 
the giving of help to one side as 
against

Mr. 
Kennedy 
w as 
speaking strictly 
in 
conform ity 
with international law and histor­ 
ical precedent. Though the U nit­ 
ed States has extended recogni­ 
tion — som etim es too soon — it 
has never conceded that it used 
its m ilitary forces as a m atter 
of “ intervention” in the internal 
affairs of a sovereign state. 
Even in 1903 when a faction in­ 
side Colombia seceded and estab ­ 
lished an independent governm ent 
and called it the 
Republic 
of 
P an am a — including the area of 
the canal — President Theodore 
Roosevelt within a few days recog­ 
nized the new government as in­ 


dependent and gave it arm ed help. 
But there was official insistence 
afterw ard that the United States 
had not “ intervened.” Colombia 
never forgot the episode and in 
1914 a treaty was signed which 
was ratified by Congress in 1921. 
It contained an “expression of re­ 
gret" over the episode and pro­ 
vided for the paym ent to Colom­ 
bia of a $25,000,000 indemnity by 
the United States as a m eans of 
calm ing the bitterness of feeling 
against this country 
that 
had 
arisen in Latin America as a re­ 
sult of the recognition of P anam a. 
Incidentally. President Kennedy 
in his news conference announced: 
“ We do not intend to take any 
action with respect to the pro­ 
perty or other economic interests 
which American citizens form erly 
held in Cuba, other than form al 
and norm al negotiations with a

NEW SNAG—The Kennedy ad­ 
m inistration has run into a slow­ 
down on Senate confirm ations of 
some top appointments, and there 
is some thought that it m ay be 
purposeful. 
Three months after his inaug­ 
uration. 
some 
Kennedy 
second 
echelon key personnel have not 
yet won approval. Senate com ­ 
m ittees seem to be questioning 
them interm inably and using oth­ 
er 
stalling 
tactics. 
The 
Senate 
leaders 
in

m aneuver 
are 
Southern 
Dem ocrats, 
such 
as 
H arry Byrd of Virginia, aided by 
the conservative wing of the Re­ 
publican Party. 
It is hard to tell what they hope 
to gain, 
because ultim ate

firm ation appears in the cards for 
all nominees presently under con­ 
sideration. But it is working a 
personal 
hardship on 
m any 
of 
them , and, in a subtle way is 
ham pering the work of the ad­ 
m inistration. 


Most of the men awaiting con­ 
firmation are not 
independently 


wealthy, and, of course cannot be 
put on the perm anent governm ent 


payroll until they are confirmed. 


Some have gotten around this by 
being given per diem consultative 


jobs, usually at $50 a day. 
But. 
in 
m any 
instances, 
this 


pay is about $20 or m ore a day 
under what their perm anent .sal­ 
ary would be. And, too, they are 
hesitant to m ake any perm anent 
living arrangem ent until they are 
confirmed, 
thus 
must 
m aintain 
two residences. 
Government work is suffering 
because m any of these prospec­ 
tive com m issioners and heads of 
agencies m ust keep preparing for 
their next appearance betore a 
Senate com m ittee and are thereby 
prevented from getting down to 
the work they have been appoint­ 
ed to do

Five days later — on Monday

He 
was asked and 
answ ered

question: 
“ Q. Does your categorical state­ 
m ent that we are not going to 
intervene in Cuba, period, m ean 
that this adm inistration is aban­ 
doning the traditional reservation 
that we reserve the right to in­ 
tervene to protect Am erican lives? 
“ A. That particular question is 
one for the future, and I would 
not wish to relate it particularly 
to Cuba because of the debate now 
going on in the United Nations at 
this very m om ent.” 
So it is clear that the present 
disturbance is regarded here as 
internal and there will be no a rm ­ 
ed 
“ intervention” 
by 
United 
States forces. 
Once, however, a new govern­ 
ment is established and recogniz­ 
ed it will be given any help it 
needs 
if 
requested 
I rom 
the 
United States, including m ilitary 
aid. 
If, before any new governm ent 
arises, the existing 
regim e en ­ 
dangers Am erican lives 
or 
a t­ 
tacks the U. S. Naval Base at 
G uantanam o, this becomes an in­ 
ternational rath er than an inter­ 
nal affair and is subject to the 
usual rules of international law 
which sanction the use of m ili­ 
tary force in a foreign country. 
Some m ay still call this “ inter­ 
vention” in an internal contro­ 
versy but 
in diplom acy 
it 
is 
m erely the exercise of an inter­ 
national right in an international 
dispute. 
lf Russia establishes a foothold 
in Cuba this could be considered 
a violation of the Monroe Doc­ 
trine and of defense treaties with 
Latin Am erican States. The U nit­ 
ed States could resist the Russian 
move and this could m ean w ar.

Ogoniok, to 
w rite about their training in Octo­ 
ber, 1959 Only three space men 
w ere officially identified—Alexis 
Belokonev, Alexis G rachev, and 
Ivan Kachur. American exports 
would not be surprised to learn 
th at they, too, have perished as 
a sacrifice to Soviet science. 
Atomic Testing Again

Glenn Seaborg,

Seaborg urged 
Kennedy to demand that the Rus­

It is possible that, in one re­ 
spect, I am a jinx. There is some­ 
thing about m y 
brand of golf 
which 
unnerves 
good 
players. 
They watch, fascinated, as I beat 
a little white ball to death, they 
shake their heads sadly, take a 
stance, and m iss by four inches. 
Some of the things they say to tho 
ball are biologically impossible. 


My average is 121, which is 
pretty good for a left-hander who 
d o esn t know w hat he is doing. 
Sometimes, after a disastrous tee 
shot, I have found that, on a mul­ 
ligan, I can drive the second one 
further with 
a pitching wedge. 
How many golfers can say that? 
It required a great deal of prac­ 
tice. on my part, to develop a 
hook 
which 
starts 
off 
straight 
down the fairw ay, climbs on both 
engines, looks around, makes a 
90-degree right turn, and drops in 
a lake two fairw ays away. Most 
golfers fall into the monotony of 
driving the ball straight up the 
middle 230 yards. This takes the 
excitem ent out of the game. 
They stand up to a ball, hitch­ 
ing and twitching, running down 
a m ental checklist of all the 42 
things a golfer m ust do just to 
hit the sphere and. by the time 
they start the backswing, they 
are old and gray. This is not for 
me. I play m en like the column­ 
ist. Jack Kofoed. 
He had a special wood made. 
It s a num ber 7. He sets the ball 
up on a tee. gets behind it, about 
ten feet. and starts walking to­ 
w ard the ball in a sam ba step, 
with the club held out like a mine 
detector. When the wind is right, 
the hall scream s out for a full 95 
yards. 
Or take Tom Ferris, who is also 
a left-hander. He is a stout com­ 
petitor and he stands up to a ball, 
takes a deep breath, and his belly 
falls right into his sox. 
If he 
wants to hit dead north, he aim s 
west, north-west, takes a mighty 
swing, and the ball leaves the 
prem ises, floats over schoolyards, 
roads, a couple of hot dog stands, 
checks in with tourer control over 
K earny, N. J. and comes back 
onto the green, With Ferris, the 
other players can t stand the sus- 
pence. 
Ted B aker glares at the ball, 
grinds his teeth, and dares it not 
to move when he hits it. When he 
tags them right, they go. This is 
pretty good considering that, with 
T ed’s shape, he’s hitting by radar 
Jack P aar gets up. says “ I've 
never done this before” and then 
belts his wood shot straight out. 
Bob Brumby wont play golf. 
He waits until you miss, and then 


he 
takes your club 
and says: 
“ T ry it this way” and raps the 
ball and it bounces up on the 
green and dies. Louis M achado, 
who is 74 and walks every inch of 
the way, is not a cham pion but he 
now has legs like Ann Pennington. 
He is one of the few m en I know 
who can wear shorts without look­ 
ing as though he's on a fire es­ 
cape in his underwear. 
Ace Noonan, the pro a t Key 
Colony, is the only m an whose 
gam e 
isn’t 
hurt 
by 
w atching 
m ine. He looks away and says a 
silent prayer. Bill Baggs is so 
had, as a golfer, that he w as den­ 
ied

a s a spectator. 
B aggs and I are about even. 
W hen he plays, he w ants to be 
spotted 
two 
strokes 
per 
hole,

tree* 
and three alakazam s 
An 
aiakazam is a word he is perm it­ 
ted to shriek when his opponent is 
about to hit a hall. 
F or years, I was a one-club 
player. I had one which operated 
on a rachet. By turning a thum b­ 
screw . the club could be m ade 
into anything from a driver to a 
putter. With this m onster, I av er­ 
aged 121. Last winter, in Florida, 
I allowed Chick H arbert to talk 
m e into buying a set of hand 
m ade clubs. These are real beau­ 
ties and. by diligent practice, my 
score is now 121. The difference 
is th at today I look stylish. 
Two months ago. State Prose­ 
cutor Phil O'Connell invited me 
to play The B reakers in Palm 
B each. I declined. “ If I play you.” 
I said, “ I will set your gam e back 
15 years. I’m a jinx.” No, no, he 
said. Let's go out and play. It’s 
only for fun. 
We went out with John Bog-

O'Connell, a big man with a short 
fuse, m ade one m istake. He kept 
w atching mc do it. 
Around the eighth fairw ay, his 
shots began to go bad. At last he 
hit a ball and it went straight up 
into a tree. He stood back, took 
careful aim. and fired the club up 
into the tree 
“ I'm so rry ” I said. “ I w arned 
you that I'd set your gam e back.”

The scenic old C A O Canal 
symbolises a vision of America 
and the importance of the Poto­ 
mac River which was recognized 
by George Washington in a letter 
he wrote to Thomas Jefferson 
Washington *tated that “ Nature 
has declared in favor of the Polo 
mac and through that channel 
offers into our lap the whole 
commerce of the Western World " 
Washington predicted the con 
struction of the canal as an impor­ 
tant factor in the development 
of our nation s expansion to the 
west. 
He foresaw the Canals 
importance to the 
people who 
lived in what is now the Sixth 
Congressional District of Mary­ 
land for the development of that 
area and for the growth of our 
Country. 
The C A O Canal was begun 
in 1828 and took 22 years to com­ 
plete.
